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Possible 
sites for 
Heathens 
narrowed 


A NEW possible home for 
Dudley Heathens speedway 
stadium has emerged follow¬ 
ing talks between the coun¬ 
cil leader and club officials. 

Heathens bosses met with 
Dudley Council leader 
Councillor David Sparks to 
examine the viability of 
locations in the borough. 

The club is looking for a 
new base after their former 
home, Dudley Wood Sta¬ 
dium, was sold for housing 
in 1995. 

They use Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s Monmore Green as a 
home. 

Club leaders said they 
were considering several 
sites across Dudley - and 
highlighted one - but they 
are keeping tight-lipped 
about its location. 

Heathens chairman Nigel 
Pearson thanked Councillor 
Sparks and said he hoped it 
would mark a milestone in 
the campaign. 

The club called for the 
talks in a bid to push for¬ 
ward stadium prospects 
almost two decades since the 
downfall of the former 
Cradley side. Both Dudley 
and Sandwell councils have 
been approached by the 
Heathens in the past but a 
deal has yet to materialise. 

“I was very pleased with 
the meeting and he was very 
forthright and honest in his 
views,” said Mr Pearson.” 

Mr Pearson reiterated 
there is no long-term future 
for the club in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. 

Waste row 
meeting on 

A PUBLIC meeting over con¬ 
troversial plans for a waste 
recycling plant is to go ahead 
despite bosses behind the 
scheme snubbing it, say coun¬ 
cillors. 

Energy firm Clean Power 
Ltd is seeking to build the 
plant on disused land near to 
a railway line, off Moor Street, 
Brierley Hill, close to the for¬ 
mer Royal Brierley Crystal 
glassworks. But residents 
have objected to the plan. Last 
week bosses from the firm 
declined to attend the meet¬ 
ing at Brockmoor Primary 
School, Belle Isle, Brockmoor, 
on May 15 at 7pm. 


COUNCIL PLAN TO 
HUNG £000JOBS

COUNCIL bosses in Dudley hope to generate more than 
2,000 jobs in an ailing part of the borough as part of a 
scheme to breathe new life into the area. 

Council deputy leader Shaukat Ali will set a four-year target to fill up empty offices 
at the Waterfront complex in Brierley Hill when he unveils plans for enterprise zone for 
the once-thriving site. 

The scheme will be led by the council in partnership with office owners and will 
attract businesses by offering a reduction in rates for two years. The site has 750,000 
sq ft in office space altogether. However, 40 per cent of it is vacant, including the flag¬ 
ship Point North, left empty by Egg several years ago. Councillor Ali said he hoped the 

offices could be filled under the scheme, 
bringing in 2,140 new jobs - double the 
amount already at the site. 

He said: “We want to see Merry Hill and 
the Waterfront fully occupied with offices 
and shops and we are to do whatever we 
can to achieve that. 

“The zone we are working up will pro¬ 
vide new businesses to Dudley with a two- 
year discount in rates. 

“We are going through the fine detail 
right now, in talks with office owners and 
taking legal advice, but we hope to have it 
put to the council’s cabinet in the near 
future. It could be in place by the end of 
this year.” 

Upturn 

Councillor Ali said he hoped any upturn 
in office occupancy rates in the Waterfront 
would also kick start the surrounding 
economy. 

The site once boasted a lively night life 
with a string of bars and clubs along the 
canal. Now, only a Wetherspoons pub 
remains. 

He said: “Things have been difficult in 
terms of the economy and this has had an 
impact to people and business. 

“It has gone down to individual deci¬ 
sions by business owners to move out or 
close, I hope, with more workers in the 
that area, we will see a change in the situ¬ 
ation. ” 

The council also has an outline strategy 
to expand office development from the 
Waterfront toward Pensnett and Holly 
Hall. It would see up to a million sq ft in 
new office space, bringing an extra 6,000 
new jobs. 

But no timeline is in place and it 
depends on the success on schemes such as 
the enterprise zone. 

As part of the council’s bid to bring in 
new businesses to the Waterfront a task 
team called Dudley Business First is pro¬ 
moting the borough across the country. 


Parking in 
town to rise 
lOp per hour 

PARKING charges in Dudley will go up for 
the first time in six years following a deci¬ 
sion by council bosses to bring the town’s 
prices nearer to other local authorities’ 
prices. 

Prices at the town’s car parks have been 
increased by lOp per hour but it remains one 
of the cheapest in the West Midlands. 

The changes which will come into effect 
on May 27 will be the first since they where 
last altered in 2007 and have been intro¬ 
duced as the city continues its multi-million 
pound transformation of the town centre 
which includes the recently announced £4.1 
million element of a £6.7 million transfor¬ 
mation of the market place while planning 
approval has also been granted for a £10 
million regeneration of Castle Hill. 

Councillor Judy Foster, said: “We have 
always kept parking charges on borough car 
parks to a very competitive rate in compar¬ 
ison with other authorities and even with 
this small increase, Dudley car parks 
remain among the cheapest to use in the 
region. 

“In addition to this we also offer free on¬ 
street parking across all of our towns.” 

Short stay prices will increase from 50p to 
60p per hour in the borough’s main town 
centres and go from 40p to 50p per hour in 
smaller centres.

Hospital 
team calls

NHS medical director 
Professor Sir Bruce Keogh is 
leading the review of 14 hos¬ 
pital trusts across the coun¬ 
try in the wake of the 
Stafford Hospital scandal. A 
team of doctors, nurses and 
patient representatives is 
visiting Russells Hall 

This comes after mortal¬ 
ity rates showed higher- 
than-expected rates for the 
past two years. 

They will spend two days 
at the site and will hold sep¬ 
arate ‘listening surgeries’ 
for governors and patients 
to give their views on treat¬ 
ment and their experiences 
at the hospital. 

Council of governors 
chairman John Edwards 
said: “They will be open dis¬ 
cussions to get views on 
quality of care at the Dudley 
Group NHS Foundation 
Trust.” 

Mr Edwards said there 
would be a second unan¬ 
nounced visit before the end 
of June. 

He told last a recent meet¬ 
ing of the council of gover¬ 
nors that the hospital had 
provided ‘a large amount of 
information’ to the review 
team ahead of the visit. 

At Dudley Group the hos¬ 
pital standardised mortality 
rating, which measures 
deaths while in hospital 
care, was 111.1 between 
April 2011 and March 2012. 
The expected level is 100.

Reversing 
driver did 
not notice 
pensioner 

A DELIVERY driver 
knocked down a 90-year-old 
woman he failed to see in his 
mirrors as he reversed along 
a Dudley road, an inquest 
heard. 

Phyllis Mary Williams was 
crossing Sandyfields Road in 
Sedgley when she was 
struck by the Parcelforce 
van on July 26 last year, the 
coroner’s court heard. 

She was airlifted to Birm¬ 
ingham’s Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital but died later that 
day. 

At the inquest, Patrick 
Lennon, who had been driv¬ 
ing the red Mercedes van, 
said he had simply not seen 
Mrs Williams when he 
reversed into the road. 

Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain said he 
couldn’t understand how he 
missed her in his mirrors 
and described the case as a 
‘tragedy for everyone 
involved’. He said Mrs 
Williams died as a result of a 
road traffic collision. 

The inquest heard Mr 
Lennon, aged 44, who lives 
in Weoley Castle, had 
started his delivery job at 
7.15am. 

He missed a turn-off to 
Dingle View in Sedgley and 
ended up reversing along 
Sandyfields Road.

Animal cruelty case figures up, says RSPCA 


MORE than 110 convictions for animal 
neglect and cruelty were reported in the 
West Midlands and Staffordshire last year, 
new figures show. 

It comes as the RSPCA says across 
England and Wales the number of cases rose 
by a third. 

Across the West Midlands, the number of 
prosecutions rocketed from 67 in 2011 to 98 
last year, while there was a 33 per cent 
increase up from 3,114 to 4,168 nationally, 
the organisation’s annual prosecutions doc¬ 
ument found. 

There was also a 15 per cent increase in 
the number of defendants convicted. In 


Staffordshire, there were 14 prosecutions in 
each of the last two years, the figures 
revealed. 

Cases in the West Midlands in recent 
months include that of Bloxwich couple 
Dean Ball and Gemma Elson, of Church 
Street, who neglected their two female 
Staffordshire bull terriers. 

Ball, aged 24, and Elson, 23, are due to be 
sentenced on May 7 after they each admit¬ 
ted a charge of causing unnecessary suffer¬ 
ing to the black and white dog by failing to 
act to address the animal’s weight loss. 

Meanwhile in March, Stuart Ellis, aged 
47, of Pagham Close, Pendeford, was given a 


five-week curfew after he admitted kicking 
a cockerel six times, slamming it to the floor 
and then dumping it in a bin. 

Across the country the number of those 
found guilty of offences rose to 1,552 in 2012 
from 1,341 a year earlier, the report - which 
was released to mark RSPCA Week - 
revealed. 

RSPCA chief executive Gavin Grant 
called on judges to take these offences ‘far 
more seriously’. 

He said his staff, volunteers and branches 
are ‘struggling to keep up’ in their fight 
against ‘a growing animal cruelty crisis’. 

“For us, prosecution is always the last 


resort,” he said. “Our inspectors investi¬ 
gated 150,833 suspected cruelty cases and 
issued 78,090 advice notices last year. 
However, if there is evidence of a crime and 
serious animal abuse then we will take legal 
action to protect the animals and prevent 
further abuse. We also want to see judges 
taking these offences far more seriously.” 

Successful prosecutions relating to 
cruelty to small mammals such as rabbits 
and hamsters rose from 97 in 2011 to 354 in 
2012. 

Meanwhile, convictions linked to the 
treatment of farm animals rose from 22 to 
49 in the same period. 


My long and painful road 
to recovery after robbery 


A FRUIT merchant - badly hurt after being 
dragged along while trying to stop a thief 
taking his car - says he now faces a long, 
painstaking journey to full recovery. 

Stuart Timmins has been told by doctors he will not be 
able to walk for six months after being discharged from hos¬ 
pital following a second operation on his leg. The 48-year- 
old suffered a complex fracture of his lower leg as he 
attempted to stop a man stealing his Mitsubishi car and 


trailer from William 
Timmins’ and Sons yard in 
Bird Street, Lower Gornal, 
on March 25. 

As his car was driven 
away, Mr Timmins chased it 
and then clung on to the 
driver’s door as it acceler¬ 
ated before eventually 
letting go after about 300 
yards. 

Mr Timmins, who lives in 
Himley Road, Gornal Wood, 
said he felt like a trapped 
animal and could not wait to 
return to his normal, active 
life. 

Evening 

He said: “It sounds sad 
but every day I am looking 
forward to the evening 
because I can go to bed and 
sleep and that is one step 
closer to recovery.” 

Mr Timmins is working 
hard to continue his busi¬ 
ness while fitting in regular 
visits to the hospital for 
check-ups. 

His firm collects fruit and 
potatoes from farmers’ 
markets and then delivers 
them to firms such as 
Dudley Zoo and care homes. 

Mr Timmins said: “I’ve

now got a cast on my leg with 
pins and plates fitted inside 

- they say I may be walking 
again in six months. 

“I cannot wait to get out 
and about again.” 

Mr Timmins has applied 
for compensation through 
the justice system to help 
him through the injury 
recovery.

Council review after head's suicide 



THE tragic suicide of a head¬ 
teacher at her primary school 
amid fears over an Ofsted 
review has sparked a review by 
council education chiefs. 

Helen Mann, who had been in 
her first headship role for just 
six months, had been off sick 
with anxiety for four weeks and 
hanged herself on her first day 
back at work at Sytchampton 
Endowed First School, near 


Stourport. Mrs Mann had 
feared the school might lose its 
outstanding Ofsted rating. 

Council bosses said they 
would review ‘internal 
processess’ to assess whether 
lessons could be learned. 

Just days before her death, 
the 43-year-old mother of two 
had taken an overdose of sleep¬ 
ing tablets at her home in 
Droitwich Road, Worcester, 


although her doctor said she 
was not ‘actively suicidal’ at 
that stage. 

She was also attending coun¬ 
selling sessions after being diag¬ 
nosed with an anxiety disorder 
because of work-related stress. 

Deputy Worcestershire 
Coroner Mrs Marguerite 
Elcock, returned a verdict of 
suicide at last week’s inquest, 
adding Mrs Mann ‘feared 


failure’ in her new role and 
maintaining Ofsted gradings. 

Worcestershire County 
Council said in a statement 
issued after the three-day 
inquest in Stourport: “Follow¬ 
ing the verdict we will be taking 
the coroner’s comments into 
account when reviewing our 
internal processes to assess 
whether any lessons can be 
learned.”

Lights at 
junction 
have been 
upgraded 

TRAFFIC signals at a busy 
junction in Dudley have been 
upgraded following concerns 
they were not easing traffic 
along a major route through 
the borough. 

Lights at the Burnt Tree 
junction in Dudley are now 
operated from a control 
centre and can be changed 
according to traffic flow. 

The upgrade was imple¬ 
mented after council leader 
Councillor David Sparks 
described the lights situation 
as ‘scandalous’. 

He said the junction was 
being undermined by a sepa¬ 
rate turn-off to the Tesco 
Extra supermarket, and too 
much priority was being 
given to shoppers heading 
out of the store car park. The 
four-way traffic light-con¬ 
trolled junction was opened 
two years at a cost of 
£12.3million replacing a 
major roundabout. 

Dudley Council’s trans¬ 
port boss, Councillor Judy 
Foster, said the signals 
timings can be altered by 
operators at a control centre. 
“New wireless communica¬ 
tions technology has now 
been activated to allow us to 
operate the junction to its 
maximum effect,” she added. 

“We have already seen sig¬ 
nificant reduction in delays, ” 
she added.

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Efforts to 
give jabs 
increased 

DUDLEY health chiefs are 
stepping up efforts to vacci¬ 
nate children in the wake of 
the measles outbreak in 
South Wales. 

The last case of measles in 
the borough was in 2011 but 
invitations have been sent to 
children in Dudley who have 
not yet been vaccinated 
against the disease. 

It comes after a £20 
million national campaign 
was launched to get more 
than a million children and 
teenagers vaccinated for 
MMR amid growing 
numbers of cases in parts of 
the UK including Swansea, 
where more than 1,000 
people have had the disease. 

Health chiefs in the West 
Midlands are working on 
plans to offer the vaccina¬ 
tion to youngsters between 
the ages of 10 and 16 who 
have not had it or those who 
are only partially vacci¬ 
nated. 

Parents are expected to be 
contacted within the next 
few months. 

Experts believe the 
increase in measles cases 
can be mostly attributed to 
the proportion of unpro¬ 
tected 10 to 16-year-olds 
who missed out on vaccina¬ 
tion in the late 1990s and 
early 2000s when concern 
around the discredited link 
between the MMR vaccine 
and autism was widespread. 

Division is 
on shortlist 

A SERVICE offered by 
Dudley Council, which sup¬ 
ports people to live independ¬ 
ently has been shortlisted for 
a national award. 

Dudley Council’s micro¬ 
services division, which is in 
the social care department, 
has been shortlisted for The 
MJ Awards 2013.

Crunch talks to decide Churchill mosaic future 


A CRUNCH meeting will be held between 
a Black Country MP and council officials to 
decide the future of plans to restore a well- 
known memorial. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin recently 
launched a campaign to bring a glass 
window depicting the life of wartime leader 
Sir Winston Churchill back to the town. 

For decades the large mosaic took pride 
of place in the town’s Churchill Precinct 
before being taken down in the early 1990s 
due to vandalism and weather damage. 

But the plan hit a problem after it was 
revealed only fragments of the artwork still 


existed, believed to be around eight in all, 
which did not include the main panel 
depicting Churchill himself. 

Mr Austin, who hopes to have the memo¬ 
rial restored in time for the 50th anniver¬ 
sary of the former Prime Minister’s death 
in 2015, said the meeting would be a vital 
one for the project. And he said the future 
direction the restoration would take would 
be decided depending on the discussions. 

“At the moment I am still waiting to hear 
a final inventory on how many pieces of the 
memorial still exist. 

“The council has been looking into this 


for me and it is one of the things I will be 
told when we meet. 

“From there it will be decided the direc¬ 
tion the restoration will take. This is going 
to be a very important meeting and I am 
still determined to get this memorial 
restored.” 

Mr Austin has previously said new 
panels could be constructed to replace the 
missing ones with the older pieces restored 
and included in the work. 

But a final decision has yet to be made on 
whether this could take place and what 
resources would be needed. 


The existing panels are also thought to 
be in a poor condition. 

The restoration scheme has received the 
backing of Sir Winston’s grandson, 
Nicholas Soames, who himself is a Conser¬ 
vative MP for Mid-Sussex. 

David Lewis, the son of John T Lewis 
who created and designed the original 
Churchill Precinct and Birdcage Walk, has 
also backed the project. 

It was John Lewis who first envisaged 
the mosaic which was constructed by his 
friend and world-famous artist Edward 
Bainbridge Copnall. 


£100,000 cannabis farmer 
looks likely to be deported 


A MAN found running a £100,000-a-year cannabis farm at a house in 
Smethwick has been locked up for 18 months. 

Illegal immigrant Chu Trung had only been at the address for ten days when police 
swooped, a judge heard. The 19-year-old Vietnamese had been smuggled into the 
country on a lorry before being taken to a Birmingham night club where he met the 
‘boss’ who put him in a taxi that took him to the property in Rosehill Road, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was told. Trung was shown how to cultivate the 80 cannabis 
plants growing in the loft and then left to fend for himself at the house that had little 

furniture and a small amount of food in 
the kitchen, explained Miss Samantha 
Powis, prosecuting. 

The drug farm would have produced a 
crop worth £36,000 in street sales but 
had a potential annual yield of £108,000 
with three harvests a year, concluded the 
lawyer. 

Police found the cannabis while 
making house-to-house inquiries in the 
street where people had complained of a 
strange smell, the court heard. 

Village 

Officers said the defendant appeared 
relieved when arrested. 

His family had remortgaged their 
home in Vietnam to pay $20,000 US after 
‘recruiters’ came to their village offering 
to find legitimate work for young men in 
the UK, claimed Mr Shiva Misra, defend¬ 
ing. 

“He has been exploited by others,” he 
added. 

Trung of no fixed address, pleaded 
guilty to cultivating cannabis and was 
ordered to be detained in a Young Offend¬ 
ers’ Institution by Judge John Warner 
who told him: “There was a lot of money 
to be made from this but I accept the 
money would have gone to those who 
seldom appear in the courts but trade on 
people like you and exploit them for their 
own benefit.” 

Trung has applied for political asylum 
in this country but is likely to be deported 
after his sentence.

When the new building opens, it will also 
be used to store documents for neighbouring 
Sandwell Council. 

Councillor Kurshid Ahmed, said: “Work is 
progressing very well, and we are moving 
ahead of schedule. 

“It’s really starting to take shape, and 
everyone is looking forward to the opening 
date.” 

The centre will offer activities for people, 
local community groups, schools and col¬ 
leges. There will also be a well-equipped 
search room and free parking.

Lost film is found to get 
Pan’s People back in step 

One of the Pan’s People dancers, Patri¬ 
cia Wilde, says she hopes to attend the 
screening and said it would be an “excit¬ 
ing if poignant experience” watching the 
clips since co-founders Felicity Flick 
Colby and Louise Clarke have both died 
in the last two years. 

She said: “Considering that Pan’s 
People danced on Top of the Pops week 
in, week out, for so many years, it’s such 
a pity that most of our routines have 
been lost, wiped by the BBC back in the 
70s. 

“To hear that some of them have now 
been recovered thanks to a collector 
recording them himself and keeping the 
tapes all these years, really is wonderful. 
Often we never even saw them go out as 
we were so busy. 

“I can’t wait to see them again and it’s 
just so sad that neither Flick nor Louise 
are with us to enjoy their rediscovery 
too.” 

Former Top of the Pops cameraman 
John Henshall, who regularly filmed 
Pan’s People performances back in the 
early 1970s, added: “All in all, this is a 
remarkable collection that manages to 
capture all the excitement and energy 
that made Top Of The Pops the greatest 
music show on television. 

Electric 

“Watching Pan’s People dance to the 
T.Rex hit Truck On Tyke, for example, is 
such a treat as no footage exists any¬ 
where in the world of that particular 
Marc Bolan song, while they look like 
five sexy dream-catchers with feathers 
hanging from their waists in an electric 
performance alongside Cozy Powell.” 

Pan’s People first appeared on Top of 
the Pops in 1968 and also appeared on 
other shows of the era including Lulu, 
The John Denver Show and The Two 
Ronnies. 

Their last Top of the Pops appearance 
was in April 1976, dancing to Silver Star 
by The Four Seasons but the troupe 
remained popular after leaving. During 
this period Sarah Brightman, who later 
married composer Andrew Lloyd 
Webber, was briefly a member.

The famous Top of the Pops 
dance troupe are to set 
pulses racing again as 

ANDREW TURTON reports 


THEY once gyrated and shim¬ 
mied to the best chart-topping 
hits of the day on Top of the 
Pops, getting pulses racing for 
a generation of music fans. 

But footage of well-known dance 
troupe Pan’s People taking a star¬ 
ring role on the flagship music pro¬ 
gramme was thought lost forever. 

But television researchers - with the 
help of a well-known record producer - 
have stumbled across tapes which they 
will reveal to the world again in a special 
showcase in June. 

The Pan’s People dancers starring 
Wolverhampton-born Barbara Lord 
known as Babs, among their line-up were 
staples of the show during its heyday. 

Members of Stourbridge-based group 
Kaleidoscope, who champion classic tele¬ 
vision, were alerted to a collection of 
tapes owned by Ian Levine. 

Revealed 

Mr Levine, who mixed a number of 
dance-pop hits artists including Pet Shop 
Boys, Erasure and Kim Wilde, uncovered 
the tapes in his private collection at his 
London home. 

A dozen sorely missed Pan’s People 
performances to hits by pop stars includ¬ 
ing T.Rex, Barry White, Elton John, The 
Jackson 5 and Diana Ross, are revealed in 
the films on original VCR tapes. 

The rare clips, dating from between 
1973 and 1975 feature Pan’s People 
dancing to hits such as Truck On Tyke by 
T.Rex, I’ll Do Anything You Want Me To 
by Barry White, Island Girl by Elton 
John, I Want You Back by Jackson 5 and 
All Of My Life by Diana Ross. 

Other significant finds include dance 
routines to Dance With The Devil by leg¬ 
endary rock drummer Cozy Powell, You 


Ain’t Seen Nothing Yet by Bachman 
Turner Overdrive, and Rhythm and 
Blue Jean Baby by Lynsey De Paul. 

Kaleidoscope founder Chris Perry, 
who started the group with friends from 
King Edward VI College in Stourbridge 
25 years ago, said: “This is a major find 
of missing Pan’s People performances in 
great condition not held by the BBC, 
Pan’s People or anyone else. 

“Ian recorded the clips off the TV 
back in the 1970s using an early video 
recorder, and the tapes had sat unused 


on his shelf until donated to Kaleido¬ 
scope last year. 

“We’ve received a huge haul of 20,000 
tapes from Ian which we are catalogu¬ 
ing. We’ve also recently come across an 
almost complete Top of the Pops 
missing from the archives from 1976, so 
who knows what else is waiting to be 
found.” 

The group plans to showcase the 
footage at a screening at Stourbridge’s 
The Talbot Hotel, in High Street, on 
June 1 starting at 12pm. 



1983...

Staff narrowly 
escaped injury after posts were 
uprooted and a wall demolished 
during a freak storm at the Half¬ 
penny Green Vineyard in Bob- 
bington. 


A STAFFORDSHIRE paintball 
company took over a former 
wartime munitions depot near 
Wolverhampton. BPS Leisure 
Pursuits Ltd, based in Bednall 
acquired site in Featherstone, 
complete with 60 Second World 
War buildings, air raid shelters 
angers.

“In relation to Howley Grange and 
Carters Lane, we have conducted speed 
checks at both locations and not found these 
roads to be any greater concern than other 
areas.” 

Sgt Lewis said he believed a key to tack¬ 
ling speeding on roads was to make young¬ 
sters aware ofthe dangers. “One thing I 
would like to do is involve our schools.”

Reservoir 
dog rescue 
man feared 
he was dead 


DUDLEY dog lover Josh Morris said he 
thought he was dead after plunging into a 
reservoir to rescue his Staffordshire bull 
terrier Chunk. 

The 20-year-old ended up having to be rescued as he twice 
disappeared beneath the surface, weighed down by his 


drenched clothes and shoes. 
Josh had jumped into into 
Netherton’s Lodge Farm 
Reservoir, fearing for the life 
of his pet dog Chunk, who he 
described as his baby. 

A local yacht club saved 
the day. 

Back home in Netherton - 
and with 18-month-old 
Chunk by his side - Josh said 
when he went under the 
water after struggling, “I 
thought I was dead”. 

Chunk had been off her 
lead enjoying the group’s 
regular walking haunt at the 
reservoir about 4pm on 
April 28, when she jumped 
in to swim to a buoy, which 
was in 14ft deep water. 

Chunk, who has been 
weak since she broke her leg 
at six-months, appeared to 
be struggling so Mr Morris 
jumped in, but the pet 
managed to swim back to 
shore. Josh’s pal, Ben 
Fellows swam out to help, 
but got into difficulty. 

Eventually, Josh was

rescued when Bryn Watkins, 
the commodore of Dudley 
Sailing Club, was alerted to 
the drama, before driving 
out to Josh in a motorised 
boat. 

He was taken to hospital 
where he was treated for 
hypothermia. “The man in 
the boat and Ben saved my 
life,” he said.

Knife-wielding robber 
jailed for £11,000 raid 


A MASKED robber armed with a 
knife who stole £11,000 from a 
shop has been jailed for seven 
years. 

Terrified staff at the Spar in Rowley 
Regis were threatened with a screw¬ 
driver and a seven-inch knife when 
John Cleaver and another man robbed 
the shop. 

One member of staff had a weapon held to 
his temple while the duo emptied the safe 
and the till during the raid at the Harvest 
Road store in November last year. 

But Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
that Cleaver was identified through CCTV 
and when he was arrested, police discovered 
photographs of some of his associates posing 
with the £11,000 haul. 

Prosecutor Mrs Amy Jackson said the 
robbery took place at about 7.20pm on 
November 16. She explained: “This defen¬ 
dant had a knife and jumped on the counter, 
shouting at a staff member to open the safe. ” 

Mrs Jackson told the court that following 
the robbery, Cleaver, his accomplice and 
another man who was acting as a ‘lookout’ 
fled in a stolen car. 

The prosecutor said 32-year-old Cleaver, 
of Queen Street, Pennsnett, had a string of 
convictions and had previously served a 10- 
year sentence for robbery and burglary. Mr 
John Roe, defending, said his client, who 
admitted robbery and possession of a knife, 
had been drinking and taking drugs on the 
night of the incident and that there had been 
no element of ‘pre-planning’. 


Frontline police safe vow 

WEST Mercia Police’s crime commissioner 
says he will protect officers despite plans to 
reduce staffing levels by more than 12 per 
cent over the next three years. Front-line 
policing will be retained at 2,025, according 
to the new Police and Crime Plan. The 
report, by commissioner Bill Longmore, 
shows backroom staff will be cut by 195.

A BLAZE ripped through tons of 
straw and destroyed a barn in 
Dudley in a suspected arson attack. 

More than 30 firefighters were 
called to tackle the flames at the 
farm building in Ketley Road, 
Kingswinford. 

The cause of the fire at the barn, 
which housed farming vehicles and 
tractor tyres, is unknown but is 
being treated as suspicious. Crews 
from Brierley Hill, Cradley and 
Oldbury were dispatched to the 
scene at about 7.30pm on May 1 and 
spent the night dousing the flames. 
By about 10pm, a specialist unit to 
provide more light for firefighters at 


the scene was requested. At 5am the 
next morning two fire crews were 
still at the scene, using a digger to 
remove the burning straw to a 
nearby field. The barn had been 
completely destroyed, he added. 

Meanwhile, Crews from Tipton 
and Woodgate Valley had to be called 
in to deal with a fire in Amblecote, 
Stourbridge, just before 3am. An 
abandoned work unit on Platts 
Close caught alight with a large 
amount of rubbish inside. 

The fire was between a brick 
building and an open-fronted bay 
loading area with an asbestos roof. 
The cause of the fire is unknown.

£5m plans withdrawn 


PLANS to built a canalside 
housing estate next to a pro¬ 
posed £5 million glass 
museum in Stourbridge have 
been withdrawn by the devel¬ 
opers as further discussions 
take place with council 
bosses. 

A decision on granting planning 
approval to build 48 new properties on 
the site off the old Stuart Crystal glass 
works, in Wordsley, was due to be 
made. But developers withdrew the 
plans before Dudley Council’s plan¬ 
ning committee meeting ahead of 
further negotiations with planning 
officers on the housing scheme. A fresh 
date for the application to come before 


the committee has not yet been set. 

Homes would be built on part of the 
former glassworks, off Argyle Close, 
under the proposals by Morris Homes 
Ltd. A Grade II listed former factory is 
due to be developed into a museum 
showcasing the history of the area’s 
glassmaking heritage. 

It stands near the Red House Glass 
Cone attraction and it is hoped to 
become the centre piece of Stour¬ 
bridge’s Glass Quarter. 

The housing scheme had been rec¬ 
ommended for approval by officers, 
who said it would help to breathe new 
life into the redundant site. Under the 
proposals a mix of 26 apartments and 
22 three and four-bedroom properties 
would be built. They would overlook 
the Stourbridge Canal, which runs 


through the former glassworks. 

Planning committee chairman, 
Councillor Rachel Harris, said: “The 
plans were withdrawn from the 
meeting by the developer pending 
further negotiations of their planning 
obligations.” 

The museum plans are being led by 
Complex Development Projects, which 
owns the land, and Dudley Council in 
partnership with the British Glass 
Foundation. The Stuart Crystal works, 
also known as the White House Glass 
Cone, will house glass collections from 
across the region under the plans. 

Complex Developments director Ian 
Harrabin says the developer is waiting 
to hear about whether a £2million bid 
for European funding has been suc¬ 
cessful.

Zoo is providing a tasty treat 
for some of the animals. 

Keepers have been culti¬ 
vating shoots on the 40-acre 
gardens to supplement the 
diet of many of the rare 
animals kept there. 

Head of media and com¬ 
munications, Jill Hitchman, 
said: “Bamboo is a relatively 
easy and quick crop to grow 
and makes the site look 
attractive as well as supply¬ 
ing a foodstuff for many of 
the mammals.”

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People facing fines over 
dumping at recycle sites 


RESIDENTS have been threatened with 
fines after council bosses claimed they 
were illegally dumping rubbish outside 
recycling bins across Dudley borough. 

One person was fined over ‘misuse’ of 
recycling sites by throwing household 
rubbish up against recycling containers. 

Enforcement signs have been put up at 
two sites so farm including at The Cross, 
Oldswinford, Stourbridge, as part of the 
new crackdown. 

Officials threatened fines and prosecu¬ 
tion for people dumping waste incor¬ 
rectly, littering bags of rubbish near bins 
or flytipping. 

Dudley Council environment boss, 
Councillor Tracy Wood, said the signs 
were only intended as a reminder to resi¬ 


dents. “Dudley borough residents value 
their local environment and know that 
rubbish and recycling collections are very 
important, which is why many high¬ 
lighted it as a priority in the Big Question 
consultation,” she said. 

“I would like to thank the thousands of 
people who use our recycling sites consci¬ 
entiously and would remind those who 
choose not to that we reserve the right to 
take action against them.” 

Nearly 50 recycling centres are sited 
around the borough giving people a place 
to leave recyclables such as newspapers 
and glass. 

Some residents have claimed the recy¬ 
cling waste bins are full when they arrive. 


Crackdown on rogues 


FURTHER operations to 
clamp down on rogue traders 
in the Wyre Forest district will 
be staged by police after 100 
vehicles were stopped in the 
latest initiative. 

Officers joined forces with Wyre 
Forest District Council, HM Revenue 
and Customs, VOSA and Worcester¬ 
shire Regulatory Services to stage the 
four-hour operation recently. 

Marked and unmarked police vehi¬ 
cles - some equipped with automatic 
number plate recognition equipment - 
intercepted vehicles and directed them 
to a test station where they were 
checked. 

Following the success of the scheme, 
officers said further operations would 


be held in the future. The operation 
focused on rogue traders - criminals 
posing as tradesmen who offer to carry 
out maintenance and work on homes. 

Often the work is carried out to a 
poor standard with victims charged 
inflated prices or even asked to pay up 
front and the job is never completed. 

The operation also targeted illegal 
scrap metal collectors. Police said one 
driver had been arrested for driving 
while disqualified and had his vehicle 
seized. A further three vehicles were 
seized due to having no insurance. 

One driver was fined £580 as a result 
of using illegal red diesel in the vehicle. 
The fuel is for agricultural vehicles 
only. Two further drivers were 
reported for having driving document 
offences, one for not wearing a seatbelt 


and another for using a mobile phone 
while driving. 

Another did not have a valid tax disc. 

Four vehicles were prohibited for 
being overloaded while three others 
had insecure loads and another did not 
have an operator’s licence. Seven more 
were found to have various mechanical 
defects. All these were not allowed to 
continue with their journeys until the 
problems had been fixed. 

Information received on one vehicle 
believed to be used by a rogue trader 
was stopped and officers from Worces¬ 
tershire Regulatory Services are 
making further inquiries into the two 
occupants. 

Pc Andy Wallace, of West Mercia 
Police, said: “We know from experience 
these operations are very effective.” 


Chance for 
volunteers 

VOLUNTEERS with a love 
for Dudley will be able to put 
their talents to good use as 
the town centre is trans¬ 
formed, says the council. 

People with local history 
knowledge can be part of an 
ambassador scheme and will 
act as the public face for the 
town centre. 

At a cabinet meeting, 
Dudley Council approved 
proposals to fund its share of 
the £6.7 million Dudley 
Market Place public realm 
project on condition of a suc¬ 
cessful bid for European 
Regional Development Fund 
cash. The project would 
involve volunteers acting as 
a public face for the town. 


Mayor takes to the 
crease in new nets

STOURBRIDGE cricket club are delighted after their new 
practice nets were officially opened by the Mayor of Dudley. 

A grant from the English Cricket Board helped to pay for 
the ‘county class’ facility at Oldswinford Cricket Club. 

The former concrete based nets, which had been at the 
pitch off Albemarle Road for at least 20 years, were dug up 
to provide the new, artificial grass carpet surface, sur¬ 
rounded by 12ft high nets with a surrounding 10ft tall secu¬ 
rity fence. 

Work to install the two-lane nets was carried out during 
the winter and they are now in use every week. Money to 
pay for the nets, which cost £36,000 also came from the 
Ibstock Cory Environmental Trust. The trust was set up by 
Ibstock Brick Ltd and Cory Environmental Ltd, funded 
through the Landfill Tax Credit Scheme. 

The club has a total of nearly 200 members, including five 
adult teams and around 120 players aged seven to 16. 

The younger members include 30 girls and the club last 
summer began encouraging children and teenagers with 
disabilities, including sensory impairments and those with 
learning or co-ordination difficulties. Club secretary Ken 
Slater said: “Involving people with disabilities was the idea 
of one of our coaches, 22-year-old Katie Blunt, who 
approached Dudley Council to invite young people, aged 
eight to 14, who have disabilities. 

“Twenty-two joined us last summer and they thoroughly 
enjoyed it.The look on their faces when they were able to 
catch a ball was tremendous and now some of the children 
are integrating with our able-bodied young members.” 

Anglers able to dangle 
their lines in new lake 

ANGLERS will be able to try out fishing in a new lake 
created as part of an ongoing redevelopment of a farm in the 
Midlands. 

Mirror carp, crucian carp and tench are among the fish 
now stocked in the new lake at Broadfields Fishery in 
Cutnall Green between Kidderminster and Droitwich. 

The fishery is part of the developments going on at Broad- 
field Farm including a 30-acre woodland which is just enter¬ 
ing its fourth year of growth. Old, redundant agricultural 
buildings are also being converted to small business accom¬ 
modation at the farm off the A442 Kidderminster to 
Droitwich road. The first lake, which is called the Laurels, 
opened its gates for fishing for the first time at the weekend. 
It has 32 fishing pegs and is surrounded by young woodland 
and open countryside. It is well-stocked with fish which also 
include roach, which weighed up to 101b at the time of stock¬ 
ing last year. For further information visit the website 
www.broadfieldsfishery.com.

MANY of the towns and 
cities of Britain have foot¬ 
ball grounds which have 
grown surrounded by 
streets of terraced houses. 

And Wolverhampton is no differ¬ 
ent, though many of the streets 
have disappeared, not least the one 
carrying the name of the stadium, 
Molineux Street. 

Molineux Street was actually an 
ancient route, which used to be 
called Dunstall Lane, falling away 
down the hill from North Street, 
which used to be called Tup Street, 
a tup being a sheep. 

Sheep would commonly have 
been driven to market in the town, 
from the north. 

Dunstall Lane meandered 
towards Dunstall Hall, and formed 
the eastern boundary of the eight 
acre garden of a house built at the 
top of the hill by a man called John 
Rotton. 

Happily, when Rotton died in 
1743, the house passed into the 
possession of a local iron master 
named John Molineux, in payment

of a debt. I say happily, because oth¬ 
erwise the house might have con¬ 
tinued to be called Rotton House, 
and the subsequent stadium built 
on the site might also have been 
Rotton Stadium, though Wolves 
supporters might well believe that 
to be an apt description of late. 

The house later became a hotel, 
with the gardens becoming Wolver¬ 
hampton’s de facto first park. 

Grew 

Molineux Grounds became the 
home of assorted sporting events, 
including bowls, cycle racing, and 
eventually football. 

The Molineux family had sold 
the house because it began to be 
hemmed in on all sides by rows of 
terraced houses, rather spoiling 
the fine vistas. 

As the stadium grew, Dunstall 
Lane acquired the new name 
Molineux Street, and the eastern 
stand backed right on to the pave¬ 
ment with Vincent Street, Dawson 
Street, Birch Street and Red Cross 
Street running away from it an 


right angles. 

Supporters heading for the 
Molineux Street Stand or the 
North Bank tramped down the hill, 
and queued right on the pavement. 

From the 50s onwards the tall 
floodlight pylons bathed the whole 
district in light during evening 
matches. 

Constricted as it was, with 
Waterloo Road right by the other 
side of the ground, the Wolves’ 
directors began to buy up houses 
on the other side of Molineux 
Street when they became available. 

Eventually they were able to 
build the new John Ireland Stand 
(as it then was) behind the old 
stand, right on top of Molineux 
Street and the site of those houses. 

The rest of the terraced houses 
were also cleared away and this 
now forms the site of the Asda 
supermarket, so that Molineux 
Street was not the only one which 
disappeared for ever.

Review is welcome but the

Like everyone in Dud¬ 
ley, when there is 
something wrong 
with me or my family 
we queue at Russells 
Hall. 

We have brilliant doctors 
and nurses and I think staff 
at the hospital work really 
hard but they’re under big 
pressure at the moment. 

The Government’s NHS 
reforms have left us with 
5,000 fewer nurses and big 
increases in waiting times. 

Russells Hall has been 
forced to make big cost sav¬ 
ings at the same time as put¬ 
ting aside £20m to for an 
expensive and unwanted 
reorganisation. 

It’s money which should 
be spent on improving 
patient care and reducing 
waiting times. 

I was as concerned as any¬ 
one at the news that Rus¬ 
sells Hall will be reviewed by 
the NHS Medical Director 
after figures showed it had 
mortality rates that were 
significantly higher than the 
national average.

But I welcome the review. 
If problems are identified we 
need to know what to do to 
put them right. 

It will be led by Sir Bruce 
Keogh and I asked him for a 
meeting so I could find out 
more. He told me that there 
will be three inspections, 
two of which will be unan¬ 
nounced. 

I’m pleased he accepted 
my request to come to Dud¬ 
ley to meet patients and 
their families and hear first¬ 
hand about their experi¬ 
ences. Ahead of my meeting 
with him, I asked my con¬ 


stituents to share their expe¬ 
riences - good or bad - of 
Russells Hall. 

I read each account very 
carefully and while there 
were many positive 
accounts, some raised con¬ 
cerns about some aspects of 
the care they or their family 
had received. 

It’s my job to speak up for 
the people who contact me 
and I handed over a dossier 
of cases to him. 

I asked him to look care¬ 
fully at each one because I 
think it’s vital he and his 
team see the detail of indi¬ 
vidual cases so their investi¬ 
gations are rooted in the 
real-life experiences of 
patients and their families. 

Reading through the 
accounts, one of the things I 
picked up on was that many 
of the shortcomings identi¬ 
fied by patients seemed to 
stem from over-stretched 
staff. 

As a result I asked the 
review team to look at 
whether the hospital has 
enough staff to meet 
demand, especially at a time 
when it is facing a big 
increase in admissions. 

I have also insisted that 
the data they collect is pub¬ 


lished, but in a form that we 
can understand and make 
good use of. 

Boxing club update 

Back in 2005 I promised 
the people of the Priory I 
would do all I could to help 
the boxing club. 

The manager is Paul 
Gough and he and his team 
do brilliant work with local 
youngsters, keeping them fit 
and off the streets, teaching 
them that with discipline, 
hard - work and dedication, 
the sky is the limit. 

Paul wanted to increase 
the size of the gym and 
refurbish the facilities so we 
got together and lobbied the 
Lottery, Sport England, Gov¬ 
ernment Ministers - anyone 
we thought could help to try 
and get extra money. 

Our work paid off when 
Sport England gave the club 
a £50,000 grant. 

Twelve months on work is 
almost ready to start. 

Paul tells me the gym will 
be four times bigger than it 
was and they’ll be able to 
take on even more new 
members than they hoped. 

He says it will be open to 
the public for recreational 
use and there are also plans 


afoot to open it up to dis¬ 
abled residents. It’ll be a 
fantastic community asset 
and we should all thank 
Paul Gough for the work 
he’s done to make it happen. 

Churchill memorial 

Since launching my cam¬ 
paign to restore the 
Churchill Memorial in Dud¬ 
ley town centre hundreds of 
people have been in touch to 
show their support, but 
there have been two really 
special endorsements. 

I was delighted that 
Churchill’s Grandson, Con¬ 
servative MP Nicholas 
Soames has endorsed the 
plan. 

He’s said he’d be 
delighted to come to Dudley 
to unveil the memorial. 

As one of his closest living 
relatives, he understands 
better than anyone the con¬ 
tribution Churchill made to 
fighting for Britain’s liberty 
and the world’s freedom. 

David Lewis who is the 
son of John T Lewis who 
designed the original 
precinct has also come out in 
support. 

And his backing could be 
very useful because he's 
revealed that he has a num¬ 
ber of original slides of the 
memorial and he’s offered to 
make these available to help 
with the restoration process. 

Over the coming weeks I’ll 
be meeting with Dudley 
Council bosses to discuss the 
next steps. 

At the moment I’m wait¬ 
ing to hear a final inventory 
of how many of the original 
pieces have survived. 

From there we’ll decide 
the direction the restoration 
will take.

Thea Gilmore 
Town Hall Birmingham 
THE prolific singer songwriter 
Thea Gilmore is back on the 
circuit after taking an enforced 
time out for the birth of her second 
son and she came back in style at 
the Town Hall complete with 
string quartet and grand piano. 

The statuesque Gilmore opened with a 
track from Regardless, her latest and 14th 
album, This Is How You Find Me which came 
with a beautiful and full sound from her 
nine-piece backing group. 

Gilmore slowed things down for an old 
song on acoustic guitar with cello and fiddle 
backing the slow ballad before moving into 
Beautiful and Hopeful which had a deeper 
rockier beat where she even managed to 
sound a little like Joan Armatrading. 

Another track from her album followed, 
Start As We Mean To Go On, which again 
had more of rock sound than folk. 

With This road, Gilmore started solo - her 
clear voice filling the hall before the backing 
of the group and string quartet slowly built 
up to a much fuller sound. 

Acoustic 

She then pulled a really interesting one 
out of the bag - an acoustic version of the old 
depression anthem Brother Can You Spare A 
Dime? 

Gilmore then kept the folksy feel with an 
A Capella offering called The Amazing Float¬ 
ing Man about the banking crisis and her 
powerful and clear voice didn't even strain to 
fill the hall. 

Her connection with the songs of the leg¬ 
endary Sandy Denny of Fairport Convention 
fame is well known and she paid tribute to 
the late songstress with a soft ballad The 
Pain On My Heart which was backed beauti¬ 
fully with just the quartet and grand piano. 

Towards the end of the set she moved back 
to the rockier sound of You’re The Radio, 
which had a feel of the MOR rock the US pro¬ 
duces in such abundance

IF Oxfordshire singer/songwriter 
Thea Gilmore is looking to move 
away from her folk persona then she 
is doing it in fine style with her new 
album Regardless. 

If you asked the average Joe in the 
street which genre to place her 14th 
album into it would be surprising to 
hear anyone say folk. 

It is very commercial sounding, 
very rock and strangely enough very 
retro with certain tracks having a 
flavour of the 80s -early 90s. 

This said even with Gilmore being 


out of the mainstream for a while 
she has lost none of her talent for 
sharp lyrics and catchy beats. 
Opening with Something To Sing 
About Gilmore's rapid fire lyrics 
keep up a pretty sharp tempo on 
what is an MOR sounding track 
which has a slight rock undertone 
and brings about memories of 
Belinda Carlisle and Pat Benatar. 

The track is followed by a classi¬ 
cal-style opening sound of This Is 
How You Find Me which is one of 
another of those songs that seems to 
evoke memories of the 80s and 
Gilmore's clear voice is not best 
showcased here. 

Title track of the album is a pretty 
good ballad with a strong under¬ 
beat but again it sounds like some¬ 
thing The Corrs recorded in the 
early 90s when the Irish became the 
Riverdance people. 

One of the more interesting 
tracks on the album is Spit and 
Shine which wouldn't be out of place 
on Paul Simon's Graceland, it has 
the African undertone and Gilmore 
does what she does best with sharp 
lyrics and precise singing. 

I Will Not Disappoint You is one of 
several soft ballads along with 
Punctuation and This Road. I Will 
Not ... is probably as close to a folk 
song any of the tracks get on the 
album but it is a pleasant and 
thoughtful piece. 

In between there are the heavier 
beat sounds of Start As You Mean To 
Go On which has a very American 
MOR rock feel to it and stands a 
good chance of being successful 
across the pond, this also applies to 
Love Came Looking For Me which 
had more than a little resemblance 
to several Pat Benatar songs. 

Regardless is out now on the Full- 
fill label and for more information 
visit www.theagilmore.net.

Eve's return is more 
than out of this world 
til 


I ext time you’re tuning in to 
Popmaster on Radio 2, spare 
I a thought for the nation’s 
district nurses. You might not realise 
it, but the dulcet tones of daytime 
favourite Ken Bruce can offer an 
oasis of calm for those at the hectic 
forefront of home-based medical 
care. 

Or at least they can for Frankie 
Maddox, lead character in BBC 
One’s uplifting new medical drama 
series, Frankie, Tuesday, BBC1, 
9pm, whose love of the veteran DJ 
helps her to make it through the 
various stresses and traumas of 
being a community nurse. 

It’s a rare lead role for Eve 
Myles, best known for playing Jack 
Harkness’s sidekick Gwen Cooper 
in Doctor Who spin-off Torchwood. 
So rare, in fact, that the actress 
could hardly believe her luck when 
she got the role: “Even two days 
before wrapping, I woke up my 
partner in the middle of the night 
and said, ‘I can’t believe I got 
Frankie!”’ 

Compared to Gwen Cooper, 
Frankie is a complete change of 
pace. Unlike the terminally troubled 


medics that populate most hospital- 
based medical dramas, she is 
always upbeat, cheerful and 
professional, if not above a certain 
amount of mischief. “She is very 
energetic and loves life, music, 
dancing, food and wine! She has a 
naughty, almost childlike sense of 
humour, but when it comes to her 
job there is no one else you would 
want.” 

It’s an attitude the actress 
observed when exploring the 
world of district nurses. Eve felt the 
role required some research, 
particularly as it’s a career not 
often seen on television. “The 
biggest thing I stole from spending 
time with them was how they 
adapt to every single different 
situation... and how they have 
lots of fun when they are not 
on duty!” 

If this makes Frankie’s life sound 
like a breeze, it’s not. While her 
commitment to her patients is never 
less than 100 per cent, when it 
comes to personal relationships 
she is not always so successful. 

Her easy-going attitude does not 
impress her uptight boss Dr Evans 


(Jemma Redgrave), and much of 
the drama throughout the series 
arises from their conflicting 
approaches to medical care. 

Likewise, things seldom run 
smoothly with her boyfriend Ian 
Hargreave (Dean Lennox Kelly), a 
straight-talking copper whose 
brusque attitude is often at 
odds with that of his girlfriend. 

Says Kelly: “He has a tough 
exterior, but struggles to match and 
be able to deal with such a strong 
woman,” and it’s not clear whether 
they can survive as a couple: “I’m 
not sure if their bond is strong 
enough, you have to be able to 
understand your partner’s work and 
Ian knew she was a nurse... so I 
don’t know... as her work won’t 
change.” 

When it comes to Ken Bruce, 
however, Myles is certain it’s a love 
that will last. “He’s the other man in 
her life! When she gets in her car it 
becomes her personal special 
place... He brings the wannabe pop 
star out in her!” 

Nursing has never sounded so 
good.
